(Weekly Review of National Affairs)

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Ottawa, May 2nd— Dufing the past 
week Canadians have been furnished 
with striking proof of the British spir- 
it of selfsacrifice in the hour of nai- 
icna!l danger. The budget introduced 
by Sir John Simon, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, in London, making provis- 
ion for war expenses of the year of ab- 
out two billion pounds or nine billion 
dollars was breathtaking to Canadians 
who have to look forward to their own 
budget in the Session opening May 16. 
But the extent of the British financial 
effort will help the people of this 
country to be stoical about shuldering 
their own burden. Apart from the 
usual expenses, the British people are 
carrying a war cost of about $195 per 
head of population, while in Canada, 
with an estimated total war expense 
for the coming year of about 500 mil- 
lion dollars, the per capita cost will be 
about $46, 

While Canada is farther removed 
from the area of conflict and our peo- 
ple do not feel the economic pinch so 
acutely, a lesson in saving is shown in 
the British budget which will be tak- 
en to heart by Canadians. Mr Towers 
of the Bank of Canada has warned 
the people of the need of cutting down 
on spending on nn-essentials. A simil- 
ar admonition to the British people, 
supported by very practical govern- 
ment regulations, are at the back of 
the British budget. The British have 
to cut down on imports of luxuries, 
have to be rationed on a number of 
commodities, and must save all they 
can to lend mney needed by the gov- 
ernment to carry on the war. At the 
same time the government has not ad- 
opted any measures of compulsory 
saving. 

What is in store for Canadians in the 
form of additional taxation cannot of 
course be foreseen. What is clear is 
that expenses not cnnected with the 
conduct of the war will be kept to a 
minimum, and that some reduction is 
certain in the deficit of the Canadian 
National Railway and in the cost of 
unemployment relief. The increase in 
taxes put into effect last September 
during the special session were estim- 
ated to increase annual revenues by 
about 62 million dollars. The determin- 
ing factor in increased revenues will 
however be the extent to which the na- 
tional income will be increased 
through growing war industrial activ- 
ities. 

People in the Capital as well as else- 
where in the Dominion have received 
with pleasure the news that women 
have been given the vote in the Prov- 
ince of Quebec and are henceforth eli- 
gible to sit in the Provincial legisla- 
ture. It removes the anomaly of wo 
men in Quebec enjoying the federal 
franchise, and at the same time being 
barred from taking part in Provincial 
elections, The grant of the franchise 
by the provincial government brings 
to mind that it was in the federal elec- 
tion of 1917, during the last war, that 
the wives, mothers and sisters of men 
on active service were granted the 
federal franchise and that in 1918 by 
act of parliament women assumed a 
positin of political equality with men 
in Dominion affairs. In the new Domin- 
ion parliament one woman was elected 
to a seat in the House of Commons, 
while nine were candidates in the 
federal field, Mrs Neileen was elected 
for North Battleford, Saskatchewan, 
while Miss Agnes MacPhail, MP, since 
1921, suffered defeat. The other wo- 
man member in the last house, Mrs 
Black of the Yukon, withdrew in favor 
of her husband who was speaker of 
the Commons in the Bennett regime. 
In provincia] legislatures there are 
three women members in British Col- 
umbia, one in Alberta and one in Man- 
itoba. It would seem as if women in 
the West take a more active part in 
provincial politics than in the East, Ite 
remaing now to be seen whether wo- 
men will contest seats in the Quebec 
elections, 

The Prime Minister, Mr Mackenzie 
King, will shortly be home from his 
vacation in Virginia. He had been mak- 
ing friendly calls on President Roose- 
velt, on Mr Hull, secretary of state, 
and while in Virginia steyed for a sbort 
time with Mr Jobn D. Roekefeller, Jr., 
in Williamsburg. Mr Rockefeller who 
is head of the Rockefeller Foundation 
is an old friend of the Prime Minister. 
All attempts by newspaper corres- 
pondents to get some idea of what 
questions were being discussed by Nr 
King with the heads of the United 
States government heve been met with 
the reply that no political siguificance 
is to be attached to these conversa- 
tions, The visits it is stated are sim- 
ply acts of friendship and courtesy.

Here at Ottawa arrangements are 
going forward for the new Session. 
Whether Dr Manion will continue as 
head of the Conservative party is still 
unknown. This will be decided at the 
Conservative caucus to be held a few 
days before parliament convenes. It 
wiil then be determined whether he 
will get a seat in the House. The seat 
in Carleton County is now vacant 
thrugh the death of Dr Hyndman, Mr 
J. H. Blackmore, who was head of the 
Social Credit members in the last par- 
liament will lead the New Democracy 
group in the new House. Hon W. D. 
Herridge, who founded the New Dem- 
ceracy movement has no seat in the 
Houre. 

The great Commonwealth Air Train- 
ing Plan through Canada will muke a 
major contribction to the air strength 
of the allies, is operating under four 
Training Commands, the headquarters 
of number One being at Toronto, Num- 
ber Two at Winnipeg, Number Three 
at Montreal and Number Four at Re 
gina. Under the “four comimand” 
grouping there will be equitable dis- 
tribution of schools and aerodromes 
between Western and Eastern Canada 
and among the various provinces. The 
staff of the four commands wiil be 
responsible for the maintenance of air- 
craft and the supply of equipment re- 
quired by the schools at which a great 
army of pilots, air observers and air 
guners will be trained for service in 
the war.

World Renowned Attraétions

“The tourist industry should 
major concern of every one of us, 
said Mr Stead, “It is an ever expand- 
ing business, and the degree to which 
it may expand Nes largely with us. 
Last year, American tourists spent 
$275,000,000 in Canada, ‘There is no 
reason why this cannot rise to half a 
billion, At atime like this when we 
must levelop every resource in order 
to carry the burden of war, the promo- 
tion of the tourist industry becomes 
in a very real sense, a war undertak- 
ing.” 

How Does Alberta Fare? 

“What share of the tourist revenue 
is Alberta getting? Despite the fact 
that more than half the National parks 
area of Canada is in Alberta, and that 
more than half of the federal expendi- 
ture on national parks is made in Al- 
berta, this province apparently bene- 
fits less than two per cent of the total 
tourist expenditures in Canada, 

“In this failure to get its full share 
of tourist revenue, every person in Al- 
berte is effected, just as everyone 
would benefit if tourists poured in,” 
said Mr Stead. ‘The chief obstacle to 
Alberta's prosperity in that respect is 
that such a large proportion of the 
people are indifferent, believing that 
touriste do not mean anything to them. 
They are wrong.” 

Solve Farm Markete— 

«The chief problem of agriculture, 
continued the speaker, is finding mar- 
kets, for farm products. Look at this 
potential tourist market which can be 
increased to an elmost incredible ex- 
tent and is not atfected by the haz- 
ards of war. Last year it was estimated 
that 20,000,000 people came in to Can- 
ada. {f they stayed only for an aver- 
age af 3 dys, thet is 60,000,000 tourists’ 
days and 180,000,000 meals. A rough 
estimate would show consumption of 
10 milllop dozen eggs, 30,000 tons of 
meat or fowl, $0,000 tons of vegetables 
12,000,000 quarte of milk and so on. 


What are the farmers of Alberta doing 
to encourage such a market? Are they 
unitedly pressing their government 
for god roads leading to all the main 
scenic attractions? Do they see that 
these roads are necessary to solving 
their entire marketing problems aside 
trm wheat? 

“Add to this direct consumption, the 
number of additional people required 
to cater to a larger tourist trade— 
mcre employment, more wage circul- 
ation, all year round consumption, Ii 
Alberta handled its opportunities as 
it might, it would take more out of 
tourists than will ever be taken trom 
Turner Valley in oil. Some countries 
with similar scenic attractions, make 
their living out of tourists.” 

Tax Payere—Foreign Exchange— 

“The tourist is a tax payer from the 
moment he enters the country, in ev- 
ery purchase he makes, In 1939 over 
4,000,000 cars came in to Canada, It 
each of these averaged 1,000 miles. un- 
der the 7 per cent average tax rate, 
they contributed about $14,000,000 to 
the provinces in gas tax alore. 

Moreover, they bring in new money 
which we badly need in foreign ex- 
change. With this foreign money, we 
can buy airplanes and such equipment 
so greatly needed for our war industry. 
More American cars pour into Ontario 
in one day on a public holiday, than 
probably come into Alberta in a year. 
That is something for Alberta to rem- 
edy. If people could realize it, the tour- 
ist business is bigger than the wheat 
business." 

Hold To Canadian Customs— 

Speaking from close association 
with tourists who visit Canada, Mr 
Stead advised that the visitors want 
to se something different, something 
Canadian, “Our American cousins,” he 
said, “do not come north to see the 
Stars and Stripes. They want to see 
the Union Jack, and don't be afraid of 
bunting. They like bunting. Don't be 
afraid to stick to Canadian customs 
and Canadian foods. Visitors appre- 
clate these,

The Gasoline Question 


PeoplejAwait Report of Commission 


Edmonton, Alberta While British 
Columbia faced 4 crisis at the begin 
ning of this week as a result of the 
shortage of gasoline because of gov 
ernment regulation, Alberta awaited 
some word of the findings of the royal 
commission which two weeks ago pre 
sented its report o the Alberta govern 
ment. 

As this week opened, there was n> 
indication from the attorney general, 
Hon. William Aberhart, as to the con 
tents of the report. The secrecy _ still 
surrounding the document so long after 
it had been handed to the government 
by Mr Justice A, A. McGillivray and 
Major Lipsett, the two commissicners, 
gave rise to assumptions that the de 
lay in its publication must be due to 
political reasons of some kind. But it 
remained unknown definitely whether 
that delay was due to any indication 
that the royal commission report, the 
result of a thorough 14-month study 
of the entire petroleum industry in 
Alberta, would wipe out any conten- 
tion of too-profitable operations by the

In the meantime, British Columbi; 
Was suffering trom an acute shortage 
of gasoline. All motorists and all in 
dustry, from farming tou heavy manu 
facturing, felt the effect of the provin 
cial government's ruling that gasoline 
should be sold at a price decrease ol 
three cents wholesale, That regulation 
meant hat producing and distributing 
companies should sell below cost, and 
since such business could not possibly 
be carried on, it resulted in a shut 
down of all the principal gasoline com 
panies, 

By expending their complete resour: 
ces, the companies possibly would have 
been able t supply consumers for a few 
days, but then their 
have been exhaused and the financial 
would have meant 
lack of reserve sources, it was explai 
ed, Therefore, the only practical re 
course, when the government in power 
cut prices arbitarily without consider- 
ing the result, was to stop distribut- 
ing the fuel. 

Three questions outstanding. 
First was the query; Can Alberta sup- 
ply more of petroleum = re- 
quirements, It was plain that the prov- 
ince could produce more oil and gasol- 
ine only if the companies who are now 
producing are not restricted in that 
production, Then there was the ques- 
tion whether more capital could be at- 
tracted to Alberta's oil industry, in o1 
der to produce more oil and gasoline 
and, at the same time, enlarge tax 
rolls, increase employment and add to 
provincial wealth. Unless the provin- 
cial government itself could put cash 
into teh producing fields to operate 
them, it must depend on private capi- 
tal, and private capital must not be 
discouraged, it was emphasized. 


The most vital question to all Can- 
ada, and to teh whole empire and to 
the cause of the Allies against the 
Germans, was whether aviation gasol- 
ine processed from Turner Valley 
crude oil is going to be continued to be 
produced, without provincial govern: 
ment interference, in sufficient quan- 
tities to meet the requirements of the 
commonwealth training scheme. 

The answers to all those questions 
lay in the McGillivray commission re- 
port and in the Aberhart government's 
decisions on that report, it was obser- 
ved, Therefore, commentators said, 
the report should be issued as speedily 
as possible, particularly since the gov- 
ernment issued a statement last week 
declaring it already possessed all the 
legislative power it needed to control 
prices, 

Fresh light on the Social Credit sit- 
uation in Alberta came to light during 
the past week when the caucus ot 
Federal members selected J. H. Black- 
more as house leader in the Ottawa 
parliament, thus dropping Hon. W. D. 
Herridge founder of the New Democ- 
racy party, but laying claim to his 
party,

Credit members stated “Social Credit 
and New Democracy are just names, 
the philosophy is the same.” Premier 
Aberhart stated Saturday, “A Social

This week a statement was issued 
from Regina by Hon James G. Gardin- 
er, minister f agriculture. He said that 
under teh Wheat Board Act no provyis- 
ion is made for an interim payment 
and that all the wheat must be sold be- 
fore apy payment can be made, How- 


ever, Mr Gardiner stated that he will 
recommend to the government that an 
amendment to the Wheat Board Act 
be brought down at the next sittings of 
the House of Commons’ which will 
make possible an’ interim payment 
when conditions warrant it. 

Mr Gardiner intimated that if sub 
stantial sales of Canadian wheat are 
made through teh late spring and ear- 
ly summer it may be possible for the 
Board to make an interim payment 
prior to harvest. —The Budget
